1. Claims 12, 22-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim(s) 12, 22, 23, are allowed, the closest prior art, either alone or 
in combination, fails to disclose a method comprising: receiving a message 
having a first structure for messaging service messages from sender in a first 
system and targeted to a receiver in a second system having a second 
structure for the messages; converting the message having the first structure 
to have a structure according to a bearer independent protocol; sending the 
converted message having the structure according to the bearer independent 
protocol to a second server; via which the message is transmitted from the 
first system towards the receiver in the second system; receiving a message 
having a structure according to the bearer independent protocol from the 
second server, the message originating from a sender in the second system 
and targeted to a receiver in the first system; converting the message having 
a structure according to the bearer independent protocol to have the first 
structure; and forwarding the converted message having the first structure to 
the receiver in the first system, wherein said bearer independent protocol is 
above a bearer protocol in a protocol stack.
